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Torrance Joins Select Ranks of 
California's 'Million Dollar' Cities

Torrance became one of a 
selpct group of California cit­ 
ies this week when it was in­ 
cluded among the "million 
dollar" communities by the 
postal department.

The city joined Downey, 
Hayward and Redwood City 
in the special classification 
for the year. Each of the four 
was listed for the first time 
in 1960 as gathering more 
than $1,000,000 in postal re­ 
ceipts.

The yaar also was noted 
because the unit composed 
of California, Nevada and Ha­ 
waii broke the $300,000,000 
barrier for the first time.

Regional postal authorities 
reportedO "the comparison of 
I960 and 1959 figures pro­ 
vides a significant illustration 
of the extent of the tremen­ 
dous economic development 
and population growth in the 
three states of the region dur­ 
ing the past decade.

124 Per Cent Gain
"For example, the $308,- 

000,000 in postal receipts for 
1960 is a gain of 124.2 per

cent over the 137,402,000 in 
1950.

Some of the 1960 million- 
dollar offices had receiOpts of 
less than $200,000 in 1950 and 
showed gains of more than 
500 per cent each. Examples 
are: Torrance with 530.2 per 
cent; Anaheim, 726.5 per cent; 
Downey, 572.2 per cent; and 
Fullerton, 641.3 per cent.

Los Angeles and San Fran­ 
cisco continued to head the 
list as the first and second 
largest post offices in the re­ 
gion. Los Angeles post office, 
which now ranks third in the 
nation, doubled its receipts 
between 1950 and 1960 for a 
gain of $37,000,000, the larg­ 
est dollar gain of any office 
in the region.
